Crispus Attacks was born in Framingham. _ 
portion of his early life was passed in Sutton (now 
Millbury). From the letter of a resident of Natick 
i select the following : 

Natick, Feb. 17, 186< 

* * * * * Several persons are now living 
Natick who remember the Attacks family. * * 

The whole family are described as having been un¬ 
commonly large" and are said to have been the 
children of Jacob I^eter Attacks, who lived with 
Capt. Thomas Buckminster of Framingham. It 
has been conjectured that Jacob and Nanny were 
of Indian blood, but all who knew the descendants 
describe them as negroes. * ' * * * * When 
the inhabitants were detained in Boston he (Cris¬ 
pus) used to smuggle their horses out of the town. 

He brought out three or four horses, which he 
took to Framingham, and then returned to kill the 
red-coats. 

His sister nsed to say that if they had not killed 
Cris, Cris would have killed them. Gris is said to 
have been in every street fight with the soldiers 
for some time previous to March 5, 1770. 

The Boston Gazette at Nov. 20th, 1750, contained 
an advertisement offering a reward for the run¬ 
away, Crispus Attacks, in which he was described 
as a “mullatto fellow, with shortcurled hair” and 
mark.

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT.

Learning that the subject of Capital Punishment 
would be presented to the Legislature by petition 
from the western part of the State, and believing 
it to be one that should not be lost sight of, bat 
should claim the serious attention of all; a petition 
signed by forty persons in this vicinity (which can 
be augmented to hundreds, when there is evidence 
of earnest action) was presented to onr Legislature 
the past week,—a copy of which I forward for 
publication. 


aware that very many entertain the opin¬ 
ion that should the gallows be stricken down, one 
of the safe-guards of society would be taken away • 
and that crime would increase as a consequence’ 
Hence their objections to the substitution of any 
other mode of punishment for the crime of mur¬ 
der than the life of the criminal. 

For the information of such, I will state that in 
1846 Michigan took the lead in the work of reform, 
by erasing from her statute book a law which re¬ 
quired “blood for blood.” Twenty-four years of 
experience in the punishment of crime unaided by 
the gallows, has conclusively shown the wisdom 
and safety of the measure. Rhode Island abolished 
the death peually in 1852, and Wisconsin in 1853. 
The concurrent testimony received from time to 
time from persons filling important official stations 
in these several States, goes to.show that the sub¬ 
stitution of imprisonment for the crime of murder 
rather than death, works rather beneficially than 
otherwise. I11 Maine and Vermont the penal code 
has been so far modified that judicial murder is 
seldom enacted, and the evidence is yet to be fur¬ 
nished going to show that life and propertyin these 
StateB, are not quite as safe as in others where the 
gallows still stand, under a mistaken view that it is 
a “ terror to evil doers.” 

If it is a great crime, as it certainly is, for a per¬ 
son from motives of revenge or otherwise to take 
the life of another, in a word to invade the sane-1 
tity of life, which is a gift from the Creator, is it 
right, is it politic for the State, made up of individ¬ 
uals, to enact over the same tragedy which it con¬ 
demns in the individual person ? This is a question 
the solution of which, should claim the thoughtful 
consideration of all. George G. Macy. 


persons who commit these crimes are 
said to be well known in the communities in which 
they live, and in which these crimes have been 
committed, and many of them are known to mem¬ 
bers of the Committee, and could be brought to 
justice if the laws were enforced. They even 
boast of themselves as the perpetrators of the 
slaughter of innocent men and women. Only a 
few nights before the Committee left the State, at 
Colliersville, in Shelby County, the cold-blooded 
murder of an innocent wife, the fatal wounding of 
a peacefnl father, and hellish attempt to burn their 
bodies and household effects, was added to the 
black catalogue of crimes committed upon our peo¬ 
ple. The cruelty with which the colored people 
were treated in many counties of this State ex¬ 
ceeds anything in the annals of the world’s history. 
The Committee farther state that when colored 
men are arrested in the rnral districts for alleged 
commission of crimes, it matters not how trivial, 
they are, in a large majority of cases, without trial’ 
by jury, and in violation of all law and civilization, 
taken from the custody of the proper authorities’ 
and put to death in the most crnel manner. 

It would seem from the uniformity of action on 
the part of these outlaws that they operate as or¬ 
ganized bodies, and that they are determined to 
leave no effort nntried that they may crush out the 
life and energy of the colored people of the State. 
As a people, the colored people claim to have 
made individual and united appeals to the authori¬ 
ties of the State for protection, but they have 
been as fruitless as the plaintive cries of a help¬ 
less infant to a hungry wolf. On the contrary, the 
Legislature has passed many acts which militate 
directly against the interests and happiness of the 
colored people. For instance, the repeal of the 
Common School law, whereby colored children are 
left without educational privileges; the repeal of 
what was known as the Ru-Elux law, the re¬ 
sults of which are too weil known to ail; the re¬ 
peal of the Common Carriers’ act, whereby re¬ 
spectable colored people, holding first-class tickets, 
are compelled to ride in the smoking-car on ail 
railroads, and submit to the jeers and taunts of 
those who are not' their equals in morals, refine¬ 
ment, or education. 

In conclusion, the Committee pray that, in view 
of the facts stated, and the appeals made by the 
injnred people to the authorities of the state, 
which have as often been to their injury as other¬ 
wise, they find it impossible to obtain justice un¬ 
der the present state of affairs in Tennessee. It 
is an important fact that nearly all of the crimes 
reported have occurred since the election 
when Senter was elected Governor. Since the 
Rebels have got possession of the State there is 
no protection of the colored man, by reason of the 
repeal or the non-execution of laws for his re¬ 
dress.

THE OUTRAGES IN TENNESSEE. 


5 COLORED PEOPLE’S APPEAL FOR PROTECTION— 
STATEMENT OF THEIR GRIEVANCES. 


Washington, March 15.—The delegation of col¬ 
ored men from Tennessee, who have been here 
for some days, urging protection for their people 
in that State, appeared before the Committee on 
Reconstruction to-day, and made statements of 
their grievances. They presented a report made 
to the Convention of Colored People of Tennessee, 
which delegated them to come here and present 
their case. 

In this report it is set forth that from the evi¬ 
dence elicited from the delegates to the Conven¬ 
tion from the several counties of Middle and West 
Tennessee, and from the testimony of hundreds 
of sufferers from these districts, and from the 
ports published in the various news journals of the 
State, substantiated by proper investigation, com¬ 
mencing with the outrages in Rutherford County, 
in August, 1869, and continuing np to the present 
time, that it is a fact that crimes of the most 
alarming atrocity are prevalent in the above- 
named localities—so prevalent that the lives and 
property of the colored population of these dis¬ 
tricts are unsafe in the extreme. In the above 
ommunities the colored people have been 
hunted down like the wild animals of the jangles 
and murdered in cold blood. Many have been 
forced to leave their homes and families, their 
crops and. their wages, and live lives of penury 
and want By the cruel outrages committed on 
them by disguised outlaws and midnight assassins 
the cities ot Nashville and Memphis are overran 
with paupers, able-bodied men and women who 
have been driven from comfortable homes in the 
country to seek the protection of the city. They 
cannot get employment and consequently are 
obliged to beg, steal, or starve. 

It is a common every-day or night occurrence 
that some of these people, without just cause, 
without excuse, and without provocation, are put 
to death ia the most torturous and barbarous man- 


SPEECH BY SENATOR REVELS. 


THE GEORGIA DEBATE. 


In the Senate, the Georgia bill was taken up at 
1 o’clock, on Wednesday last, the galleries being 
thronged in anticipation of a speech by Mr. Revels, 
the colored Senator from Mississippi, who had been 
announced to speak on the subject. * 

Mr. Morton (Rep., Ind.) who was entitled to the 
floor, said he would yield it in favor of the Senator 
from Mississippi. 

Mr. Revels (Rep., Miss.) then addressed the 
Senate, and daring the delivery of his speech was 
listened to with the closest attention by the Senate 
and the audience which densely filled the galleries. 

SENATOR REVELS’ SPEECH. 

Mr. President : I rise at this particular juncture 
in the discussion of the Georgia bill with feelings 
which, perhaps, never before entered into the ex¬ 
perience of any member of this body. I rise, too, 
with misgivings as to the propriety of lifting my 
voice at this early period after my admission in the 
Senate. Perhaps it were wiser for me, so inex¬ 
perienced in the details of Senatorial duty, to re¬ 
main a passive listener in the progress of this de¬ 
bate ; but when I remember that my term is short, 
and that the issues with which this bill is fraught 
are momentous iu their present aud future influ¬ 
ence upon the well-being of my race, I would seem 
indifferent to the importance of the hour, and re¬ 
creant to the high trust imposed upon me, if ne¬ 
cessitated to lend my voice on behalf of the loyal 
people of the South. I therefore waive all thoughts 
as to the propriety of entering into this discussion, 
breaking through a generally understood etiquette 1 
of this body. When questions arise which bear 
upon the safety and protection of the loyal white 
and colored population of those States lately in 
rebellion, I cannot allow any thought as to the 
mere propriety to enter into my consideration of I 
duty. The responsibilities of being the exponent 
of such a constituency as I have the honor to rep¬ 
resent are folly appreciated by me. I bear about 
me daily the keenest sense of their weight, and 
that feeling prompts me now to lift my voice for 
the first time in this Council Chamber of the nation. | 
And, Sir, I stand to-day on this floor to appeal for 
protection from the strong arm of the Government 
for her loyal children, irrespective of color and 
race, who are citizens of the Sonthern States, and 
particularly of the great State of Georgia. 

POSITION OF THE BLACK RACE DURING THE REBELLION. 


THE INTERESTS OF THE RAGES IDENTICAL. 

Mr. President, I maintain that the past record 
of my race is a true index of the feelings which to¬ 
day animate them. They bear toward their for¬ 
mer masters no revengeful thoughts, no hatred, 
no animosities. They aim not to elevate them¬ 
selves by sacrificing one single interest of their 
white fellow-citizens; they ask but the rights 
ivhicii are theirs by God’s universal law, and which 
are the natural outgrowth, the logical sequence, 
of the condition in which the legislative enact¬ 
ments of this nation have placed them. They ap¬ 
peal to yon, and to me, to see that they receive 
that protection which alone will enable them to 
pursue their daily avocations with success, and 
enjoy the liberties of citizenship on the same foot¬ 
ing with their white neighbors and friends. I do 
not desire simply to defend my own race from I 
unjust and unmerited charges, but I also desire to 
place upon record an expression of my full and 
entire confidence in their integrity of purpose, 
with which, 1 believe, the President, Congress and 
the Republican party will meet these questions, so 
prolific of weal or woe ; not only to my own peo¬ 
ple, but to the whole South. They have been, so 
far as I can read the history of the times, influ¬ 
enced by no spirit ot petty tyranny. The poet has

And how have they used that power lodged in 
them by the people ? In acts of cruelty and op¬ 
pression toward those who sought to rend in twain 
this goodly fabric of our fathers—the priceless 
heritage of so much hardship and endurance in 
Revolutionary times ? Let the reconstruction en¬ 
actments answer the interrogation. No poor 
words of mine are needed to defend the wise and 
beneficent legislation which has been extended 
alike to white and colored citizens. The Republi¬ 
can party is not inflamed, as some would faiu have 
the country believe, against the white population 
of the South ; its borders are wide enough for 
all truly loyal men to find within them peace 
and repose from the din and discord of angry 
faction. And be that loyal man white or black, 
that great party of our Republic will, if con¬ 
sistent with the record it has already made for I 
posterity, throw around him the same impartial 
security in his pursuit of liberty and happiness. 
If a certain class of the South had accepted in 
good faith the benevolent overtures which were 
offered to them with no niggard hand, to-day 
would not find onr land still harassed with feuds | 
and contentions.

THE INDIAN PROBLEM IN THE NORTH¬ 
ERN SUPERINTENDENCY. 

letter to the members o 


I am well aware, Sir, that the idea is abroad 
that an antagonism exists between the whites and 
blacks; that that race which the nation raised 
from the degradation of Slavery and endowed 
with full and unqualified rights and privileges of | 
citizenship, are intent upon power at whatever 
price it can be gained. It has been the well-con¬ 
sidered purpose and aim of a class, not confined to 
the South, to spread this charge over the land, and 
their efforts are as vigorous to-day to educate the 
people of this nation into that belief as they were 
at the close of the war. It was not uncommon to find 
this same class, even during the Rebellion, prog¬ 
nosticating a servile war. It may have been that 
the wish was father to the thought, and, Sir, as 
the recognized representative of my down-trodden 
people, I deny the charge and hurl it back into the 
teeth of those who make it, and who I believe have 
not a true and conscientious desire to farther the 
Interests of the whole South. Certainly, any one 
possessing a knowledge of the colored population 
of my own or any other State need not be re¬ 
minded of the noble conduct of that people under 
the most trying circumstances in the history of the 
late war, when they were beyond the protection of I 
the Federal forces. While the Confederate army 
pressed into its ranks every white male capable of 
bearing arms, the mothers, wives, daughters, and 
sisters of the Sonthern soldiers were left defense¬ 
less and in the power of the blacks, upon whom the 
chains of Slavery were still riveted ; and to bind 
those chains the closer was the real issue for which 
much life and property was sacrificed. And 
now, sir, I ask, how did that race act ? Did they, 
in those days of Confederate weakness and impo- 


congressional protection demanded. 

I remarked, Mr. President, that I rose to plead 
for protection for the defenseless race who now 
send their delegation to the seat of Government 
to sue for that which this Congress alone can se¬ 
cure to them. And here let me say further that 
the people of the North owe to the colored race a 
deep obligation, which it is no easy matter to fulfill 
When the Federal armies were thinned by death 
and disaster, and sombre clouds overhang the 
length and breadth of the Repnblic, and the very 
air was pregnant with the rumors of foreign inter¬ 
ference—in those dark dtys of defeat, whose memo¬ 
ries even yet haunt ns as an ugly dream—from 
what source did onr nation in its seeming death- 
throes gain additional and new-fonnd power ? It j 
was the sable sons of the South that valiantly 
rushed to the rescue, and but for their intrepidity 
and ardent daring, many a Northern fireside would 
miss to-day paternal counsel, or a brother’s love. 
Sir, I repeat the fact, that the colored race saved 
to the noble women of New-England and the 
Middle States the men on whom they lean to-day 
for security aud safety. Many of my race, the 
representatives of these men on the field of battle, 
sleep in the countless graves of the South, 
those quiet resting-places of onr honored dead 
could speak to-day, what a mighty voice—like to 
the rushing of a mighty wind ’’—would come np 
from those sepulchral homes. Could we resist the 
eloquent pleadings of their appeal ? Ah, Sir, I 
think that this question of immediate and ample 
protection for the loyal people of Georgia would 
lose its legal technicalities, and we would cease to 
hesitate in onr provisions for their instant relief. 
Again, I regret this delay on other grounds. The 
taunt is frequently fletng at us that a 
more terrible than the Greek personation of the 
anger of the gods awaits her hour of direful retri¬ 
bution. We are told that at no distant day a great 
uprising of the American people will demand that 
these reconstruction acts of Congress be undone 
and blotted forever from the annals of legislative 
enactment. I inquire, Sir, if this delay in afford¬ 
ing protection to the loyalists of the State of Geor¬ 
gia does not lend an uncomfortable signifieancy to 
this boasting sneer with which we so often meet ? 
Delay is perilous at best; for it is as true iu legis¬ 
lation aB in physic that the longer we procrastinate 
to apply the proper remedies the more chronic 
becomes the malady that we seek to heaL The

These wards of the Government were found in 
a very depressed and degraded condition—as a I 
general thing, poor, hungry, idle from 
means and inducements to labor; destitute of j 
suitable clothing ; complaining of unfulfilled Treaty 
stipulations ; living in Lodges with several families 
single apartment, thus excluding that health¬ 
ful privacy which decency and virtue reqnire; the 
Lodges dark, nnventilated, often filthy ; and, as a 
consequence of this condition, sickness extensively 
abounding, especially among the children,—scrof¬ 
ulous gatherings and ulcers, sore eyes, debility 
and consumption. 

This sad spectacle made onr hearts ache in ten¬ 
der sympathy with these neglected and suffering 
fellow creatures ; and would have discouraged us 
from further proceeding, had not a careful exam¬ 
ination of the causes, convinced us, that the pre¬ 
sent condition of these Indians, was their misfor¬ 
tune, not their fault; and that it is entirely practi¬ 
cable to lead them into habits of industry, to in¬ 
struct them in learning, to teach them to be Agri¬ 
culturists, Mechanics, and Operatives generally ; to 
enable them to be self-sustaining, and to raise them 
to any plane of civilization and enlightenment that 
may be proposed for them. 

The mode proposed for accomplishing this most 
desirable result was stated in the Report made by I 
the Delegation, to the Commissioner of Indian Af- j 
fairs, and published in his Report for 1869, page 
119.

One class maintains that these wrongs consist in ex¬ 
clusion from civil government and other professions of 
men, and also from the institatioi** that train for these 
employments ; that, as the C o» se< l uence ’ women suffer 
from unjust laws, are shut o*i fronJ h° QOrable and remu¬ 
nerative business, are driven to vice, and are subject to 
the most cruel slavery ; tbat the worst form of slavery 
results from the subordination of woman In the mar¬ 
riage relation ; tmt instead of this, there should be two 
heads of ® family wife e( iual and the same rights to con¬ 
trol while many are also urging that misunited pairs 
kj to separate and marry others, if they wish, without 
Mortal or civil disadvantages.

Col. Downing, the chief of the Cherokee nation, next 
made a few remarks. He stated what had been done on 
his reservation, and thanked the Friends for the great 
interest they had taken in the Indian. He concluded by 
saying that he only asked justice of the government. 

Col. Vance next spoke, and said that he had great 
faith in the masses of the people of the United States 
as to their good will towards the Indians, and thanked 
the Friends for their self-sacrifice in going among his 
people. The Indian, said he, was trained under peculiar 
circumstances. The idea of accumulation was never 
presented to his mind; he lived from hand to mouth. 
Some people (said Col. Vance) say that the Indian is in¬ 
dolent, but this he denied. A nation’s character cannot 
be changed by an act of Congress, as it is now proposed 
to do with the Indians. He then gave a description of 
the government of the Cherokee nation, and said that j 
they had increased in civilization more during the two 
or three years before the war than any other people 
that ever existed.
